He registered there at 6 o'clock Monday 
evening as Charles R. Gale and for several 
hours after the body was discovered at 4 
o'clock Tuesday morning there was doubt 
as to his identity. 

St. Louis relatives of Specht called at the 
Morgue at noon, however, and positively 
identified the body. They said the dead man 
has two brothers in St. Louis, one a drug- 
gist at Elliot and Sheridan avenues, and 
the other an employe of the city water de- 
partment. 

The name of Miss Anna M. Prosser of 5217 
Cass avenue was found in the back of a 


notebook left by the man, but Miss Prosser, 


after viewing the remains, said she had 
never secn the man before and had no idea 
how her name happened to be in his book. 
Miss Prosser is employed at the Seneret 
Chemical Co., 514 Elm street. ‘‘That is my 
name and address,’ she said to the Post-

Ccurt of Appeals Says It Acted Proper- 
ly When It Expelled Wm. A. 


Brandenburger. 
the St. Louls

In a decision Tuesday 


Court of Appeals 
Court in its refusal to grant a permanent 
injunéetion preventing the Jefferson Club 
from expelling W. A. Brandenburger, treas- 
urer and director, on the ground that he 
had made statements injurious to the club, 
The expulsion was made March 4, 19, after 
a trial. 

Brandenburger was alleged to have said 
in a speech that the Jefferson Club was a 
ohe-man affair and that it was useless to 
try to d6 anything with the men high in 
political power because they would always 
Tall in line at the last moment. 

The Court of Appeals holds that such 
statements, which were not denied by Bran- 
denburger, were sufficient grounds for his 

pulsion. 

The court transfers to the Supreme Court 
the suit of John H. Overal! against the St. 
Louis Traction Co. for alleged breach of 
contract on the ground that the amount 
involved exceeds the limit of the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court of Appeals. Mr. Overall is 
the assignee of the Fourth Street and Ar- 
senai Railway Co., which, it is averred, had 
a contract for the use of the Traction Co.'s 
tracks on Fourth street. 

In the case of the State against Frank 
Cornwall from the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, the court holds a man cannot be 
found guilty of both larceny and embezzle- 
ment when the same,article is involved in 
both cases. Cornwall's indictment was on 
two counts, one for larceny of a picture and 
the other for embezzlement of it. The jury 
found him gulity of both charges, and fixed 
h nalty at $100 fine.

You 
then subtract from 100 the number 10, leav- 
ing 90. vapors that by 2 will give you the 
answer, #4 

Suppose we divide the league into two or- 
ganizations of five clubs each, and want to 
and out the number of games both will 
have to play. Applying the rule above, 5 
multiplied by 5 makes 2%. Subtract 5 and 
divide by 2. This gives 10 as a result or 20 
for both teams. 

From this illustration vou will see that the 
smaller the nuraber of teams in each league, 
the fewer games will have to be played.

A vestibuled passenger train from Atlan- 

._ ta was bowling along oda down grade at 
the rate of 30 miles an hour. William Wat- 
lington, vn his way to a wild turkey bifnd, 
had his shotgun on hig shoulder. On reach-! 
ing the railroad track, which was on an 
embankment about 10 feet high at this 
place, Watlington heard the train in the, 
distance. He stopped on the side of the 
track about 50 feet away to view the train 
as it swept by. 

Along the embankment, on-both sides of 
the track. are the usual ditches, which 
were filled with water. A few seconds be- 
fore the train passed cattle commenced to 
straggle across the track to the side on 
which Watlington was standing. The bo- 
vines all got safely across except one Jer- 
sey bull, which was caught on the cow- 
catcher and hurled away with great ve- 
locity. 

As misfortune and luck both would Rave 
it the animal struck Watlington about mJjd- 
ships, knocked him into the ditch ahd 
landed on top of him. The bull struggled, 
but could not get up and the water was 
drowning man and beast, The enginéer } 
stopped the train and hurried back in time 
to pull Watlington and the bovine out of 
the ditch. 

Striking Watlington and knocking him 
into the water saved the life of the bull 
and the water prevented the blow by the 
bull from killing Watlington. Thus far no 
damage had been discovered. But an ex-} 
amination showed that when the bull 
struck Watlineton the shock knocked hits 
gun some distance away and when it struck 
the ground it was discharged and killed 
one of the cows and wounded another so 
badly that it had to be killed, The gun was 
not injured. 

On these facts Judge Brown in the Su- 
perior Court here today held thet the rail- 
road company was not Hable in damages 
to Watlington, but the owner of jhe cows 
has sued Watlington and recovered’ $100 in

Railway Combination. 


MISSOURI PACIFIC SYSTEM. 


MAY INCLUDE ILLINOIS CEN- 
TRAL, C. & A. AND THE FRISCO. 


Gculd to Be Allied in This Scheme 
With Harriman and Have the 
Corporations of the Morgan 
and Rockefeller Interests.

NEW YORK, March 26.—George Gould's 


plan to become the head of a combination 
of railroads capitalized at $300,00,000 is pro- 


gressing favorably. His plan meets with 
the approval and has the co-operation of 
J. Pierpont Morgan, the Rockefellers and 
the Harriman syndicate. : 
The unification of the Gould syste under 
control of the Missouri Pecific will &clude 
the Missouri Pedific, St. Leuts & Iron 
Mountain, St. Louls Southwestern, Texas 
& Pacific, International & Great Northern, 
Wabash, Missouri, Texas & Pacific and 


the Denver & Rio Grande. George Gould 

as oo bought a controlling interest’ in 
this latter railroad, and it is intimated that 
he purposes to utilize it as an important 
factor in the construction of the greater 
Missouri Pacific system, of which he will 
be the head. 

It is known definitely that the roads 
named will be included in the scheme of 
consolidation, but it is probable that when 
the negotiations now’ pendifig shall have 
been completed it will be found that the list 
will have been augmented by the addition 
of the Illinois Central, Chicago & Alton, 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois, The St. Louis & 
San Francisco and the Kansas City South- 


rn. 

The Railroad Securities Co., which was 
organized several weeks ago by Kuhny’ 
Loeb & Co., E. H. Harriman and Georgé 
Gould, will acquire a controlling interest in 
all of the companies and will operate them 
as one combination, though only corpo- 
rate integrity will be maintained. 

The Rockefellers and George Gould have 
reached an agreement whereby they will 
immediately set about the construction of 
a railroad from El Paso, Tex., to Santa 
Rita, N. M., and thence to Santa Fe. The 
importance of this new line in any plan 
for extending the power and scope of the 
Missouri Pacific can be readily understood 
when the fact is taken into consideration 
that El Paso is the western terminus otf 
the Texas & Pacific, which is controlled 
by the Missouri Pacific, and Santa Fe is 
reached by the southernmost branch of 
the Denver & Rio Grande, so that such 
an extension would connect the Texas & 
Pacific with the Denver & Rio Grande, a 
very important link in Gould’s chain of 
southwestern railroads, 

This explains George Gould's recent ex- 
tensive purchases of stock in the Denver & 
Rio Grande and also its remarkable 
strength of late in the stoek market. 

The arrival in New York from London 
yesterday of Ansel Oppenheim, the first 
vice-president and practical manager of the 
Chicago Great Western Rallroad, familiarly 
known as the Maple Leaf, led to rumors 
that Gould contemplated purchasing the 
road and adding it to the lines he proposed 
utilizing in his projected combination. Some 
strength was lent to this proposition by the 
fact that before Mr. Oppenheim so hur- 
riedly left London for New York he gave 
an interview on the railroad situation in 
which he said: 

“Consolidation is becoming the order of 
the day in the United States. Competi- 
tion has been so great there that large 
financial interests have become § satisfied 
that the only way to maintain a fair rate 
of dividends for owners wf American se- 
curities lies in consolidation.

AUSTIN, Tex., March 26.—R. A. Greer of 
Beaumont, a member of the Texas Legisla- 
ture, returned here today from a visit to 
the new oil district. He says that the flow 
of the great Lucas oil gusher was turned in- 
to an oi] tank which has a capacity of 3,- 
000 barrels. The tank was filled in twelve 
hours lacking twelve ‘minutes. At this rate 
the flow of the well per day of twenty-four 


hours Is 70.000 barrels. 
At the price of 40 cents per barrel, the 


Lucas well will bring to Guffey and Galey, 
the owners, a revenue of $28,000 per day. If 
the well holds out one year at the present 
rate the revenue which it will bring to its 
owners will reach the fabulous sum of $$10,-
